the keyboard in both the first and second positions . 

3, (Original) The apparatus as recited in claim 1 
wherein the frame member is substantially C-shaped. 

4, (Currently amended) The apparatus as recited in claim 1 
wherein the frame member is configured to move from an extended 
position down from a lower surface of the monitor to a retracted 
position up towards the lower surface of the monitor.

(Original) The apparatus as recited in claim 1 
wherein the frame member is retractable in a vertical direction to 
support the keyboard in a position above a surface of a desktop. 

13. (Currently amended) A monitor configured to store a 
keyboard, the monitor comprising: 

a display screen housing having a front surface and, a. 
back surface ; 

a support frame attached to a rear portion of the display 
screen housing for supporting the display screen housing at a 
distance above a desktop, wherein the back surface of the display 
screen housing and the support frame define a channel therebetween; 
and 

means for supporting the keyboard a pproximately in line 
with the back surface of t h e display screen housing and at least 
partially within the channel formed by the display screen housing 
and the support frame.

comprising means for removably attaching the keyboard to the 
monitor*

wherein the channel has a width which is greater than a thickness
